Applicant's amendment filed 1/16/2007 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-9, 11-21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
As discussed in prior office actions, an optical waveguide directional coupler having first 
and second waveguides for mode coupling and further having dummy waveguide, is known in 
the art. However, none of the prior art fairly teaches or suggests such optical waveguide element 
having directional coupler, wherein the signal progressing from the second waveguide to the 
second dummy waveguide attenuate while sequentially passing through the first dummy 
waveguide, the reflector and the second dummy waveguide, as claimed in the instant application.
